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Lath and Important News prom Rich- 
mond. — A correspondent in Washington fur- 
nishes us with the following interesting and 
important news from Dixie. He says: 

A gentleman, whose name is withheld be- 
cause of trouble likely to result to relatives, 
has arrived here from Richmond, where he 
has resided the greater part of his life, though 
a native of Baltimore. He is truthful and in- 
telligent, and his statements are entitled to 
full reliance, for he makes no pretentions to 
tell w hat the rebels are doing or are about to do 
—regarding all such stories as mere speculation, 
negatived almost always by the secrecy with 
which the rebels conduct everything. All that 
came under his personal observation is of in- 
terest. 

He escaped, after perilous undertakings to 
evade the wholesale conscription now going 
on. Men, he says, are now taken wherever 
they may he found by the provost guard, and, 
unless well known, are not given a day in 
which to arrange their affairs. None escape, 
no substitutes being allowed. Those who are 
lame, or hare lost a limb, are seized with the 
rich and poor alike, and sent to do some duty 
[rarely military, so that an able-bodied 
an can be spared from that sphere. Noth- 
ing, he adds, could be more unpopular, eveu 
if the late Federal victories had not coverod 
the South with gloom, than this universal 
conscription. 

It is creating a widespread dissatisfaction 
that must eventually lead to a feeling every- 
where like that throughout North Carolina. 
•Of the existence of a Union sentiment even in 
Richmond, be is quite confident, and mentions 
the name of Beveral, who, like himself, have 
befti looked on with suspicion. The utter 
worthlessness of Confederate scrip is causing 
a vast deal of distrust, the market being con- 
stantly flooded, by the fact that it is all afloat 
in efforts to convert it into real estate, Ac. 

Captains Sawyer and Flynn have not been 
executed, and it is now thought that they will 
not be. He states that John Minor Botta is 
on his farm near where Lee’s army i 3 at pres- 
ent, but has never taken the oath of alle- 
giance to the rebels. The defences around 
Richmond have been very much strengthened 
during the past year. 
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A girl in Milwaukee for a number of 
days openly promenaded the streets dressed in 
man’s clothes, and so completely disguised as 
to escape detection by the mo 9 t expert officers. 
She even met her own brother, and inquired 
about the family, he not dreaming that he was 
talking to his sister.

JMAINE-MR. BKAPltURY'S LETTER OF AO- 
CKPTANOB. 

Eastport, Aug. 20, 1863. 
Grntlemrn: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your communication in- 
forming me of my renomination as a candi- 
date lor Governor by the Democratic Slate 
Convention, and transmitting a copy of the 
resolutions adopted by that body. I thank 
the Convention for this mark of their confi- 
dence, and accept the nomination. The har- 
monious action of the Convention, iu the 
unanimous adoption of a series of judicious 
and patriotic resolutions, betokens a determina- 
tion on the part of the Democracy, regardless 
of past differences, to unite in a common ef- 
fort to arrest the progress of fanaticism and 
revolution, and to maintain the constitutional 
rights of the people against the encroachments 
of power. I cannot fail to express my cordial 
concurrence in the resolution complimetary 
to Horatio Seynlour, Governor of the State 
of New York. Wise and patriotic in pol- 
icy — comprehi nsive and liberal ia states- 
manship — dauntless in bis opposition to the 
illegal and arbitrary acts of the present na- 
tional administration— firm in maintaining 
the doctrine that in war as well as iu peace 
the Constitution, the great charter of all the 
civil and political power of the national Gov- 
ernment, is the supreme law — successful iu re- 
sisting the nefarious plot to place the city of 
New York under martial law, that the bayo- 
net might overawe the ballot — foremost to 
aer.d tbe troops of his State to repel the inva- 
sion'' of the soil of Pennsylvania — he has 
on for himself a noble reputation as the de- 
ader of the rights of the States and of the 
constitutional rights of the people. Adopt- 
ing the language of the third resolution, 1 de- 
clare that I ‘’will earnestly support every con- 
stitutional measure tending to preserve the 
union of the States,” and that 1 “ever have 
Been the devoted friend of the -Constitution 
and the UnioD,” and “have no sympathies 
with the enemies of either,” whether they are 
rebels openly arrayed in arms to destroy the 
Government, as at tbe South, or abolitionists 
insidiously undermining its constitutional 
foundations, as at the North. I desire to see 
an early restoration of the Union, with the 
neaee, prosperity, and happiness which would 
.follow so joyous an event, and I believe it 
to be practicable by the use of the proper 
means; without which, the future but opens 
before us the prospect of the indefinite pro- 
longation of the war. It is for this reason 
that I am unequivocally opposed to the prose- 
cution of the war for the purposes of sub- 
jugation and emancipation as now proposed 
by the Republican party. It is for this reason 
that, while I would proclaim, as I believe it 
to be tbe duty of the President to de, tbe most 
liberal terms of amnesty to the masses of the 
South and invite them back to their allegiance 
to the Union under their respective State 
constitutions as existing at the time of revolt, 
and protect them in their efforts to that end, I 
would also proclaim my determination to act 
upon the sentiment, sanctioned and sanctified 
by Andrew Jackson, “The Union— it must— 
it shall be preserved.” I am in favor of all 
proper and honorable measures of concilia- 
tion and the employment of such military 
force as may be necessary to uphold the Cou- 
etitution and secure the restoration of the 
Union. Entertaining these views, it seems 
hardly necessary for me to say it, but, that there 
may be no misapprehension upon this point, 
I take this occasion to state explicitly, that, 
as Governor of Maine, I should not recall the 
troops of ihe State from the national armies 
nor place the State in opposition to the consti- 
tutional or rightful authority of the Federal 
Government; but, on the other hand, while 
maintaining the rights of the State and of 
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the people of the Stale, I should endeavor, by 
all the means in my power, to avert the 6 a- 
lamity of a collision between the State and 



national authorities. Such an imputation is 
a libel upon myself and the Democratic con- 
vention which you represent. 

In a letter recently written by me, now 
made public, I presented my views in refer- 
ence to certain acts and measures of the pres- 
ent Administration, which I now reaffirm. 
This was done in no spirit of hostility to the 
Government, which I heartily sustain. I 
agree with Secretary Seward, “that it is ea- 
pential to the stability of the Constitution and 
entirely consistent with its provisions to re- 
gard the Administration at any time existing 
^•fstinct and separate from the Government 
Self.” Obedient to the law — with reverence 
for the Constitution — with love for the Union, 
we engage in tbe contest for their preserva- 
tion. Christian charity and a manly discus- 
sion — not violent denunciation or angry 
invective, or opprobrious epithets; or truthless 
Statements— are appropriate to the solemn 
crisis through which we are passing. Fear- 
lessly yet fraternally maintaining the right, 
let us trust that, under the guidance of an all- 
wise Providence, our efforts may lead to the 
restoration of tbe Constitution and the Union 
as fashioned by our fathers, thenceforward to 
be “one and inseparable" forever.

STEPHENS ON RECONSTRUCTION —AFFAIRS 
IN LI BAN ON, COL. O. II. MOORS IN COM- 
MAND. 

Lebanon, Ky., Aug. 24. 
Tho “Southern Confederacy,” published at 
Atlanta, Georgia, of a late dote, has been for- 
warded to me by Major Fidler, of tbe 6 th Ken- 
tucky cavalry. 1 notice in it large extracts 
from a speech made by Stephens, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States, atCharlotte, in 
North Carolina. As the design of Stephens in 
attempting to visit Washington lately is yet 
spoken of by the papers, it may not ho 
uninteresting to give an extract from this 
speech. It will be seen that Mr. Stephens 
does not for an instant harbor the idea of a re- 
constiuction of the Union. The italics are 
mine. 

“As for reconstruction,” said Mr. Stephens, 
“such a thing was impossible — such an idea 
must not be tolerated for an instant. Recon- 
struction would not end the war, but 
would produce a more horrible war than that 
in which we are now engaged. The only 
terms on which wo can obtain permanent 
peace, is final and complete separation from the 
North. Rather than submit to anything short 
of that, let us all determine to die like men 
worthy of freedom.” This speech was made 
after the fall of Vicksburg and Port Hudson 
and the retreat of Lee. It conclusively shows 
that he did not desire to visit Father Abraham 
ftr the purpose of proposing terms of peace. 

1 am in receipt of letters from the front of the 
Army of the Cumberland, and they all join in 
saying that the rebel citizens are still confi- 
dent of the ultimate success of their cause, 
and the consequent downfall of the Federal 
Government. Unquestionably there is but 
one way to convince them that the Union can 
and will be maintained, and that way is com- 
pletely to destroy the rebel army by force of 
arms. 

The division of troops that was stationed 
here has left. In the absence of Gen. Manson, 
who is now at home sick on furlough, the di- 
vision i 3 under the eomraani of Col. O. H. 
Moore, ofthe 25th Michigan Infantry, and the 
hero of “Tefcb s Bend.” The regiments com- 
prising this division are excellent ones and 
will do good fighting. Some of them are pretty 
good at negro stealing. The gallant 16th 
Kentucky Infantry, Col. Gault, and the noble 
old 13th Kentucky Infantry, Col. Hobson, are 
in this division. 

There are a few troops here now, mostly new 
recruits. Colonels Spalding and Weatherford 
have their headquarters here, and, I am cred- 
itably informed, are rapidly filling their re- 
spective regiments. There is a convalescent 
camp of about 200 soldiers near town. While 
many of the members of that body are well 
behaved, some of them by no mcan 3 deserve 
tbe name of soldiers. 

The hospitals at this place, under charge of 
Dr. J. C. Maxwell, a most efficient surgeon, 
who is assisted by Dr. Coffin, of the 107th Illi- 
nois infantry, are in excellent fix, and the pa- 
tients under treatment are doing remarkably 
well. I noticed, the last time I visited the 
hospital, a member ofthe brave 20 th Kentucky 
infantry, named Belfield Marshal, who was 
wounded in tho arm on the 5th of July. He 
is rapidly recovering. 

Capt. Gaubert is Quartermaster at the post 
and Capt. Huber is Post Commissary. Both 
of these officers are stationed at Lebanon at 
tbe especial request of our prominent Union 
men. There are no better officers in the army. 

Chancery Court adjourned on the 21st inst. 

A free negro named Tom, from Tennessee, 
was sentenced to two years in the penitentiary 
ferattempting to abduct a negro girl belonging 
to F. B. Merrimee. 

I see that the papers are mentioning the 
names of different Representatives with the 
office of Speaker of the next House of Repre- 
sentatives. I would suggest that R. J. Browne, 
of Springfield, the Representative of Wash- 
inglon county, would make an excellent 
Speaker. He is thoroughly acquainted with 
parliamentary law, is a most excellent lawyer, 
a good speaker, and, in truth, is possessed of 
all the qualities that necessarily belong to a 
man -uited for the office of Speaker. Besides 
this, he is one of the purest patriots in the 
State. 

It has seemed strange to me, that, in officer- 
ing many ot the new regiments, tried and ex- 
perienced officers of old Kentucky regiments 
have not been selected. This has been done 
in many cases, and in every instance has re- 
dounded to the good of the service. For ex- 
ample, the field officers of the 37th Kentucky 
infantry have seen considerable service, and 
therefore fiDd it easy to recruit. The officers 
of the 8 th Kentucky cavalry have also seen 
service, and the consequence is that that regi- 
ment is about full. It is certainly true that 
many of the subordinate officers in Kentucky 
regiments deserve promotion. They have 
fought well on every occasion, qnd have even 
aroved that they not only know how to fight 
ant could with honor command a regiment. 

I would mention as one officer ont of many 
deserving promotion, Major O. L. Baldwin of 
the 2 d Kentucky infantry. He is an old 
and tried soldier, of unflinching patriotism, 
end has evinced on many battle-fields a mili- 
tary capacity ot a high order. He served with 
distinction as Inspector General on the staff 
of ihe lameuted Nelson, and has filled other 
staff appointments with honor to himself and 
country. Who doubts that he would not add 
new laurels to his name and to the fame ot 
his State as commander of a regiment.

LETTER FROM T1IE HON. GKO. H. TEAMAN, 
Owensboro, Ky., August 17, 1863. 
Gentlemen: I have your esteemed favor of 
the 13th inst. inviting me to be present at the 
dinner to be given to Col. Jacob and other 
officers and soldiers of the 9th Kentucky cav- 
alry, and to Col. Buckley and his recruits at 
Emimneeen the 19th. The Daviess circuit 
court being now in session will prevent my 
attendance. 

Nothing could afford me more pleasure than 
to join 3 ou on that day in welcoming the he- 
roes of the 9th on their return from so many 
victories to tbvir homes, their families, their 
friends, and the gratitude of a State they have 
at cnee served and honored. I can imagine 
no better or higher encouragement to the re- 
cruits about to enter the fietd than the honor, 
the praise, and the love thus bestowed upon 
those just leaving it. 

Tbe contest in which they have enlisted is 
one which must never, can never be aban- 
doned until its objects are accomplished; the 
vindication of the nationality of the Ameri- 
can people and the American government, 
and the territorial integrity of the Republic. 
Men cannot live and labor and die in a cause 
better worthy of the sacrifice, a sacrifice only 
the robler and the more costly because it is 
willing. 

This is a contest between constitutional or- 
der and regulated liberty on one hand, and 
the principle ot licentious rebellion and chron- 
ic revolution on the other. These principles 
for which we contend, the duty of the citizen 
to obey tbe law, and the right of the govern- 
ment to compel obedience, and the political 
uuily of a domain made one by the architect 
of the Universe, are worth to us and to our 
children more than all material interests com- 
bined, because itisonly under government that 
theso are valuable. The wilful destruction 
by tbe gevernment, of any interest, is neither 
a necessary means nor a legitimate object in 
prosecuting the war. But if such injury come 
as an incident or a necessary result of the war 
caused by the rebellion, let it come, we do not 
seek it, we would avert it if possible, but the 
war against tbe rebellion must go on, the re- 
bellion must be subdued and our nationality 
vindicated. While the struggle of arms 
continues we may and will discuss and 
condemn given measures or policies, 
but to withdraw support from the Gov- 
ernment, and to abandon the war just 
when the rebellion pushes it with the energy 
of despair, is not only to give aid and comfort 
to the enemy, hut to assure the success of 
his schemes. Kentucky will not do this. 
Tbe recent marked victory of the Union party 
of Kentucky, on her platform of political op- 
position to the administration and military 
support of the Government, a victory achieved 
over those who would deny that support , suffi- 
ciently indicates the true position ofthe State. 
In her own councils, and in the qouncils of the 
nation, she is not wedded to the peculiar 
schemes or measures of the present administra- 
tion; neither is she leagned with thoBe who have 
more anxiety to overturn the administration 
and save a party than they have to overturn 
tbe rebellion anil save tbe Union. She will 
not co-operate with any whose zeal against 
Mr. Lincoln assumes the form of practical as- 
sistance to Mr. Davis — those who, in quarrel- 
ling how the war shall be conducted, would 
forget to conduct the war at all, and leave the 
cf nstitution they affect to save to the violence 
and ruin of its assailants. 

The cloud of war is at last parting and sul- 
lenly drilling away. Through its broken 
masses we catch the faint but willing gleam of 
stars wandered but not lost, seeking a return 
to that constellation where tbe light and beau- 
ty of each are made brighter and more lovely 
by the light and beauty of all the others, tf 
this cheering return to the great sisterhood of 
States is not retarded by conditio ns demanded, 
let it not be prevented by conditions imposed. 
I beg of yon, gentlemen, to assure the officers 
of the 9th of my warmest appreciation of their 
soldierly conduct, and the new recruits of my 
earnest prayer for their safety and success in 
war, and their early return to the home3 they 
now leave for the security of their enjoyment 
in tbe ftiture.

REBEL BARBARITY TO PRISONERS. 

Thurman, East Tenn., August 23. 

In crossing the Cumberland Mountains on 
tbe march hither I halted one day near a 
bouse on the roadside, to wait for "the com- 
mand to close up. I had dismounted from my 
horse, and was sitting in the shade of a tree, 
when I was joined by two elderly men, citi- 
zens, residing in the neighborhood. They 
seemed to be about sixty years of age each. 

I soon fell into conversation with them, and 
inquired whether they bad any news from 
Chattanooga. One of them told me he had 
left Chattanooga some three weeks previously, 
having been imprisoned there for a number of 
weeks, the exact number I do not now re- 
member. I inquired the cause of his arrest 
and imprisonment. He replied that his two 
sons had fledAo the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains to escape the rigor of the conscription 
(being Union men), and that he had been ar- 
rested and confined in prison to compel them 
to surrender themselves to the military au- 
thorities. 

A pretty specimen of the relentless method 
in which the rebel chieftains enforce tbeir 
merciless conscription! They stickle not at 
any deed of cruelty or injustice to carry out 
tbeir nefarious and treacherous purposes. This 
is the conscription to be enforced by the im- 
prisonment of aged parents to compel the sub- 
mission of their sons, that Gen. Bragg pro- 
pcsed to levy on the free people of Kentucky 
last autumn, and which the rebels would en- 
force should they ever get control of the State. 
But, thank God I this they will never accom- 
plish if Kentuckians be but true to themselves. 
The old man had been imprisoned both at 
Bridgeport and Chattanooga, and gave me an 
account of his treatment at each place. 

At Chattanooga he was incarcerated in a 
room of no great dimensions, with one hun- 
dred and twenty-three others, eighteen of 
whom were Union soldiers, prisoners of war, 
and the remainder citizens, confined on various 
pretexts. 

He said that their habitual food was corn 
bread made of unsifted meal, and common 
field beans insufficiently boiled. Every eighth 
day they were allowed a few ounces of bacon. 
The effect cf eating bread baked of unsifted 
meal was, as the old man described it in his 
homely way, the same as taking a dose of 
purgative medicine every morning. Two 
water buckets only were allowed for supply- 
ing water for the purpose of drinking and 
washing, and the guards would not escort 
them to the spring often enough to get water 
sufficient to supply their wants. For the offi- 
ces of nature of all these huudred and twenty- 
four persons two tubs were placed in a 
small closet connecting with the room 
in which they were confiued by an 
ordinary door. The tubs were allowed 
to be emptied once in twenty-four hours; but 
on account ot the excessive action of the 
bowels of the prisoners, produced by eating 
the bread of unsifted meal, the tubs were soon 
filled to overflowing and discharged their con- 
tents or mixture of human excrement and 
urine on the floor. The old man described 
the stench which loaded tbe atmosphere in the 
room as nauseating, offensive, and disgusting 
beyond measure. It is agreed among medical 
men that one of the most potent causes of dis- 
eases of the bowels is the inhalation ot the 
odor of bumau feces discharged by persons al- 
ready suffering with diseased bowels. This 
influence soon did its work among the prison- 
ers, diseasing them all more or less. The old 
man described one case in which the disease 
soon degenerated into a bloody flux. The au- 
thorities refused to allow the victim to oe trans- 
ferred to a hospital, and as his discharges were 
excessive and uncontrolable, his fellow-prison- 
ers were compelled to strip his clothes off and 
place the sufferer on a board in the closet with 
the tubs. The old man said two days elapsed 
after this man became so bad, notwithstand- 
ing their coolant importunities to the guards 
■for medicine, before any was furnished. But, as 
might well be anticipated, death soon inter- 
vened to relieve the sufferer. Such was the 
treatment which these prisoners experienced 
at Chattanooga; but, disgusting, offensive, 
and inhuman as it was, one feature of their 
treatment while imprisoned at Bridgeport 
was still more revolting, more intensely dis- 
gusting. At the latter place a number of pris- 
trs were confined in a small room attached to 
the guardhouse. No conveniences, not even 
such as were given them at Chattanooga for 
the offices, were furnished; and, as the guard 
refused to allow them to go to the sinks, they 
had to choose between making their deposits 
on tbe floor of the room in which they were 
confined, or using their cooking utensils for 
the same purpose, scrubbing them afterward. 
Disgusting and revolting as was the latter 
course, it was not so permanently offensive 
or dangerous to their health as having their 
excrement to remain on the floor of their 
prison room. 

Can anything more intensely disgusting, 
more thoroughly revolting, more barbarously 
inhuman, be conceived? Such atrocities re- 
mind one vividly of the refinement in cruelty 
and toriure practised on their subjects by the 
most ruthless despots who have ever disgraced 
humanity. 

At last my narrator was discharged from 
confinement, and allowed to go to his home 
od the summit of the Cumberland mountains. 
He bad been inhaling the pure air of his moun- 
tain home three weeks when I saw him, but 
hie wan visage and emaciated figure bore sad 
and unmistakable evidence of tbe cruelty of 
the sufferings he had undergone during his 
incarceration. His narration is a startling 
one— almost incredible. But I give it full and 
implicit faith. Ilis manner during the narra- 
tion had an air of such perfect verisimilitude 
that I could not for a moment doubt his vera- 
city. And his story, told iu plain, homely, 
local phrases, accompanied by the intense ar- 
dentness and simplicity of deep, sorrowful 
feeling, impressed me more touchingly than it 
it bad beeu clothed in the most exalted lan- 
guage of the most brilliant raconteur. It car- 
ried conviction straight to my heart. 

As already remarked, there were eighteen 
Union soldiers confined' at Chattanooga with 
my informant. The rest were citizens — aon- 
Cvmbatants — chiefly Union men who had been 
confined for that reason. Since the prisoners 
weft of a mixed class, prisoners of war and 
non-combatants, and all received the same 
treatment, it is fair to suppose that such is-tbe 
uniform treatment which tbe rebels adminis- 
ter to all their prisoners, without distinction 
of quality and without reference to the charge 
on which they may be imprisoned. And it is 
fair, also, to conclude, that this treatment is 
known to and approved by the rebel authorises 
from the highest to the lowest. It is utterly 
impossible to keep such atrocities from pub- 
licity, and consequently from being well- 
known to the public functionaries; and if 
known to them aud not corrected, they are 
morally responsible before God and man for 
such treatment of prisoners— just as responsi- 
ble as if they had ordered it. Butif the rebel 
authorities could show that they are ignorant 
of such treatment of prisoners, it would not 
relieve thra from the stigma which must 
ever attach to them for their cruelty in this 
respect. The higher and controlling func- 
tionaries are bound by tbe laws and usages of 
war, by the ties of a common humanity, to 
see that prisoners of war, and prisoners con- 
fined for political offences, even if they had 
HDy authority to confine the latter class, are 
treated with every kindness compatible with 
tbeir safe- keeping. But the truth is, I am 
well eati-fied, that the rebel authorities are 
not only perfectly acquainted with the 
manner in which their prisoners are treated, 
but that they fully approve it General 
Bragg was in Chattanooga when my inform- 
ant was confined there. Is any one so simple 
and credulous as to believe that such treat- 
ment to prisoners could be inflicted withodt 
his knowledge and approval? And yet he is 
one of the most favored and trusted officers of 
Jtffersou I. Doubtlessly his Imperial High- 
ness is well-informed of the manner in which 
this favorite subordinate treats the helpless 
victims who fall into pitiless hands. In the 
face of all these fac*s two brief months have 
scar ci ly passed away since the imperial hypo- 
crite appointed a solemn, special embassy to 
Washington City to complain of the treat- 
ment administered to prisoners by tbe author- 
ities of the United States. History ha 3 no 
parallel to such unblushing effrontery, such 
shameless hypocrisy I 

Morrissey, “the Short-Haired,” in Luck.

He had a magnificent season of 
it before he went up to Saratoga. He knew 
Com Vanderbilt’s Harlem ropes, and he beat 
the City Hall Junta to the extent of $53,000 
clear profits on Harlem stocks.

More 
tl an once the ownership of fifteen millions of 
capital had his legs under Morrissey’s mahog- 
any. A clergyman of this city, a "devotee of 
the pugilist, brought to the latter's table sev- 
eral clerical guests, through his kind b ut-geu- 
erally warmly solicited introductions. Mor- 
rissey’s hospitality was principally divided 
between capital, divinity, and tbe turf. The 
turf paid well — he is the owner in chief of the 
new and magnificent Saratoga race-course. 
He has several horses in hand; two of them 
alone he has been offered $17,000 for, aud 
which $20,000 would not buy. He has one 
which $ 12,000 would not take." He has anoth- 
er that he will put to the pole ou a $25,000 
wager against any Jiorse in the United Statue, 
‘ or any other man." Morrissey and Oom. 
Vanderbilt are now the two moat, thriving 
men in the country. 
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[Special Despatches to the Louisville Journal.] 
Duvall's Btrarr, Ark., August 26. 
There were fifteen hundred rebel cavalry 
and two pieces of artillery in the place pre- 
vious to tbe occupation of Brownsville by 
Gen. Davidson’s advance on Monday evening. 
Our batteries opened upon the town with shell 
at daylight yesterday. The rebels fired a few 
shots in response and then evacuated the place. 
The batteries remaining in the old position 
kept op a vigorous fire for half an hour upon 
the roads back of the town, while a portion 
of our troops occupied the place. 

Col. John Burbridge, of the 4th Missouri 
rebel cavalry, whose regiment was in Browns- 
ville, spent the night with his family, eight 
miles north of the place. The firing was the 
first intimation he had of*the presence of our 
troops, and he immediately started to regain 
bis command. As he neared Brownsville he 
noticed that our batteries were outside of the 
town, and presuming, of course, that the place 
w»S 6 till occupied by Marraaduke, galloped in. 
Some of his men were clad in captured Fed- 
eral uniforms, and the presence of blue coats 
did not frighten him in tha least. He was 
in the place some fifteen minutes before be 
was observed by our men, and did not find 
out his mistake until called upon to dismount. 

Colonel Burbridge formerly resided at Lou- 
isiana, Pike county, Missouri, and is a brother 
of Clinton Burbridge, now a prisoner at St. 
Louis or Alton. He informs me tbat General 
Holmes is not dead, as reported, but is now 
convalescing at Hot Springs. Our forces fol- 
lowed the rebels to within four miles of Bayou 
Meteor, and then returned to Brownsville on 
account of water. 

The intrenebments here will be completed 
in a couple of days more, when we may prob- 
ably look for an advance of General Steele's 
whole force. 

Washington, Sept. 2 . 

Advices from the army state that no rebel 
movement has occurred. The enemy seems 
to be as quiet as ever on the south bank of the 
Rapid Ann. 

A cavalry officer brought in a report this 
morning that eight or ten thousand rebe' cav- 
alry are near Leesburg, and intend making a 
raid into Maryland or Pennsylvania. Whether 
this is true or not, just now a raid is antici- 
pated, of some nature, from Hood, Stuart's 
su-cisscr. 

The rebel authorities have expressed a will- 
ingness fo exchange all prisoners except 
while officers of black regiments. 

The repoit of General McPherson, com- 
mander of the 17th army corps, is out to-day. 

It gives in detail the operations of that corps 
until the surrender of Vicksburg. 

General Logan, member of McPherson’s 
stall', aud tbe signal officers, mostly from Illi- 
nois and Indiana regiments, are spoken of in 
the highest terms of praise for their conduct 
during the march from Grand Gulf to Vicks- 
burg Captain Heckenlnoper, ot the 5th 
Ohio Battery, and engineer of the corps, is 
specially mentioned for ability. 

Generally, the report says, tbeir unswerving 
patriotism, patient endurance, and heroic de- 
termination have carried them through with- 
out a murmur and won for them immortal 
ienowc — matching over two hundred mHe3 
through the enemj’ecoontry in the short space 
of eighteen days, without tints and barely 
tr-usportalion enough to carry munitions. 

The major part of them, without rations, 
exerpt such as could be procured from the 
country, and fighting or taking part in fire 
distinct battles, besides almost daily skirmish- 
ing, they have shown what soldiers can do 
when firmly resolved never to sec their coun- 
try’s flag dishonored. 

It is learned authoritatively to-day that the 
American Consul who displayed the Mexican 
flag at Frankfort did it without the authori- 
ty of the President, and on his own responsi- 
bility. 

W ithin the past few days rebel cavalry have 

been seen at different points on the Potomac 
river. Once or twice they have been seen in 
companies near old batteries at Shipping creek 
end Matthias Point. 

Report of the crossing of the rebrls at Point 
Conway, on tbe Rappahannock, is brought 
by contrabands, who say that the Confederate 
force crossiug is from ten to fifteen thousand 
trong, though the story of tbe crossing has 
not assumed a definite stupe sufficient to give 
it any more weight. 

It seems probable tbat some rebel force has 
been in motion lately in that vicinity. 

The Richmond Enquirer, of Aug 28, says 
we are without any further intelligence from 
our liDe on the Rappahannock, thedowu train 
on the Central railroad, which is our North- 
ern Virginia, having failed to arrive last 
evening. This was owing, it was under- 
stood, to the cars having been taken by the 
military authorities for the conveyance of 
troops to certain points near by the enemy, 
which we are not at liberty to mention. 

Tbe same paper thinks that when Lee 
makes his advance there will be no battle at 
Manassas, for Meade will not likely stand this 
side of Washington. 

The report of tbe crossing of the Lower 
Rappahannock by Lee iu force is not true. 

The gunboats Satellite and Reliance are at 
Port Conway. There will be a fight there, in 
all probability, to-morrow or next day. 

The outstanding to-day of the old issue of 
United States demand notes was $2,475,000; 
most of this amount is held in the South aud 
California. 

It is a singular circumstance that these notes 
are at the same premium in Richmond as gold, 

while in New York they are worth one or two 
per cent. less. 

The Navy Department is not in possession 
of any information concerning the reported 
capture of the Vanderbilt by the pirate Flor- 
ida: but, on the contrary, it has facts to snow 
such an event utterly improbable. 

Warrants on the Treasury for money to pay 
all the troops in the field will be issued to- 
morrow. 

The report that there will be no draft in 
Ohio is incorrect, in as far as there shall be 
a deficiency in recruiting. It is thought alto- 
gether probable tbat the small quota required 
from that State will bo made up by volunteer- 
ing, but should they fail to produce the men iu 
the right time tho draft will be employed to 
make up the deficiency. 

The sensAtion caused by yesterday's state- 
ment of the presence of a large body of rebel 
cavalry Dear Edwards’s Ferry has subsided, 
upon its being ascertained that the cavalry 
seen up there were a portion of our men out 
on duty in that region. 

There has been nothing new from Charles- 
ton up to nine o’clock. 

New York, Sept. 2. 

The following is President Lincoln's letter: 
Executive Mansion, 1 
Washington, August 26, 1863. J 
Non. James C. Conklin: 

My Dear Sir: Your letter inviting me to 
attend a mass meeting of Union men, to bo 
held at tbe capital of Illino’s on the third day 
of September, has been received. It would be 
very agreeable to me thus to meet my old 
friends at my own home, but I cannot just 
now be absent from this city so long as a visit 
there would require. 

The meeting is to be of all those who main- 
tain unconditional devotion to tbe Union, and 
I am sure that old politicians will thank them 
for sending, as I do, the nation’s gratitude to 
those other • noble men, who no partisan, 
malice or partisan hope can make false to the 
nation’s life. There are those who are dissat- 
isfied with me. To such I would say, you 
desire peace, and you blame me that we do 
not have it, but how can we attain it? There 
are but three conceivable ways. First— To 
suppress the rebellion by force of arms. This 
I am trying to do. Are you for it?' If you 
are, so far we are agreed. If you are not for 
it, a second way i 3 to give up the Union. I 
am ngainst this. If you are you should say 
so plainly. If you are not for force, aor yet 



for dissolution, there only remains some im- 
aginative compromise. 1 do not believe that 
any compromise requiring the maintenance ot 
the Union is now possible. All that, I learn, 
leads to a directly opposite belief. The 
strength of the rebellion is its military — its 
ar ™y~fhat army drtwiDe all the country 
and all the people within its range. 

ADy offer of terms made by any man or 
men within that range in opposition to that 
army is simply" nothing for the present, be- 
cause such man or men have no power what- 
ever to enforce their side of a compromise, if 
one were made with them. To illustrate, sup- 
pose refugees from the South mud peace men 
from tbe North meet together in convention 
and frame aud proclaim a compromise, cm- 
biacing a restoration of the Union, in what 
way can that compromise be used to keep 
General Lee’s army out of Pennsylvania? 
General Meade’s army can keep General Lee’s 
army out of Pennsylvania, and, I think, can 
ultimately drive it out of existence, but no 
paper compromise to which tbe controllers ot 
Gen. Lee’s army are not agreed, can at all ef- 
fect that army. 

In an effort to make such compromise we 
would waste time, which the enemy would 
improve to our disadvantage, and that would 
be all. _ A compromise to be effective must be 
made either with those who control tha rebel- 
lion or with the people first liberated from the 
dominion of that army Oy the success of our 
aimy. Now allow me to assure you that no 
word or intimation from the rebe* army, or 
from any of Ihe men controlling it, in relation 
to any peace compromise has ever come, to my 
knowledge or belief. All clmrges and intima- 
tions fo the contrary are deceptive and ground- 
less, and 1 promise you that if any such prop- 
osition shall hereafter come it shall not be re- 
jected aDd kept secret from you. 

I freely acknowledge myself to be the ser- 
vant of the people, according to the boud of 
tbe service — the United Stales Constitution — 
and as such I am responsible to them. But, 
to be plain, you are dissatisfied with me about 
ihe negro. Quite likely there iu a Ciff-renee 
between you and myself upon that question. 

1 certainly wish tbat all men could be free, 
while yon, I suppose, do not. Yet I have 
neither adopted nor proposed any measure 
which is not consistent with ev»n your views, 
provided that you are for the Unton. I sug- 
gested compensated emancipation, to which 
you replied that you wished not to be taxed 
to buy negroes. But I had not asked you to 
be taxed to buy negroes, except in such a way 
as to save you from greater taxation, to save 
tbe Union exclusively by other means. 

You dislike the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion and perhaps would have it retracted. 
You say it’s unconstitutional I think differ- 
ently. I think that tbe Constitution vests its 
commandcr-in-ehief with the law by war, in 
time of war. The most that can be said, if 
so much, is that slaves are property. 

Has there ever been any question that, by law 
of war, properly, both of enemies and friends, 
may be taken when needed? Is it not needed 
whenever it helps us or hurts the enemy? 
Armies the world over destroy the enemy’s 
property when they cannot use it, and even 
destroy their own to keep it from the enemy. 
Civilized belligerents do all in their power to 
help themselves or hurt the enemy, except a 
few things regarded as barbarous, and come 
among tbe exceptions are the massacre of 
vauquished foes and non-combatants, male 
and female; but the proclamation, as law, 
either is valid or is not valid. If it is not 
valid, it wants no retraction; if valid, it can- 
not be retracted any more than the dead can 
be brought to life. 

Some of you profess to think that retraction 
would operate favorable to the Union. Why 
better after the retraction than before the is- 
sue? There was more than a year and a half 
of trial to suppress the rebellion before the 
proclamation was issued — the last one hundred 
da] s of which passed under explicit notice 
that it was coming unless arrested by those in 
revolt returning to their allegiance. 

The war has certainly progressed as favora- 
bly to us since tbe issue of tbe proclamation 
as before. I know as fully as one can know 
ibe opinion of others, that some of the com- 
manders of our armies in the field, who have 
given usonr most important victories, believe 
the emancipation policy and the aid of the 
colored troops have constituted tbe heaviest 
blows yet dealt to the rebellion, and that at 
least one of those important successes could 
not have been achieved but for the aid of 
black soldiers. 

Among tbe commanders holding these views 
are se>m« who have never had any affinity 
with wbat is called abolitionism, or with the 
Ri publican party politics, but who hold them 
purily as military opinions. 1 submit their 
opinion as being entitled to some weight 
against the objections often urged that eman- 
cipation and arming the blacks are unwise as 
military measures when not adopted as such 
in good faith. You say that you - will not 
fight to free the negroes. Some "of them seem 
to be willing enough to fight for you, but no 
matter. Fight these exclusively to save the 
Union. 

I issued the proclamation on purpose to aid 
you in saving the Union. Whenever you 
shall have conquered all resistance to the 
Union, ii I shall urge jou to continue fight 
iop, it will be an apt time then for you to de- 
clz: e that you will not fight to free negroes 
I thought that in jour struggle for the Union, 
to whatever extent the negroes should cease 
helping the enemy, to that extent it weakened 
the enemy in his resistance to you. Do you 
think differently ? 

I thought that whatever negroes can be got 
to do as soldiers leaves just so much less for 
white soldiers to do in saving the Union. Doe 3 
it appear otherwise to you? But negroes, 
like other people, act upon motive. Why 
should they do anything for us if we will 
do nothing for them? If they stake their 
lives for us they must be prompted by the 
strongest motive — even the promise of free- 
dom — and, tbe promise being made, must be 
kept. The signs look better. Tbe Father of 
Waters again goes unvexed to the sea. Thanks 
to the great Northwest for it. Nor yet wholly 
to them; for, 300 miles up, they met New 
England, the Empire, the Keystone, and New 
Jersey threading their way, right and left. 

• The sunny South, too, in more colors than 
ode, also lent a hand ou the shot. Their part 
of the history was jotted down in black and 
white. The job was a great national one, 
and let cone be harmed who bore an honorable 
part in it; and, while those who have cleared 
the great river may well be proud, even that 
is not all. It is hard to say thatanything has 
been more bravely and better done than at 
Antietam, Murfreesboro, Gettysburg, and on 
many fields of less note. Nor must Uncle 
Sam's webbed feet be forgotten. At all the 
water's margins they have been present, 
not only on the deep sea, the broad 
bay, and the rapid rivers, but also 
up the nariow, mnddy bayou, and wherever 
the ground was a little damp they have been 
and made their tracks. Thanks to all for the 
great Republic and for the principles by which 
it lives and keeps alive for man's vast future. 
Thanks to all, peace does not appear so distant 
as it did. 1 hope it will come soon, and come 
to stay, and so come as to be worth the keep- 
ing in all (uture lime: It will then have been 
proved that among freemen there can he no 
successful appeal from the ballot to the bullet, 
and that they who take such appeal are 
sure to lose their cause aud pay the 
costs. And then there will be some black 
men who can remember that with silent 
tongue and with clenched teeth and with 
steady eye and fixed bayonets they have 
helped on to this great consummation, while 
1 fear that there will be some white men 
unable to forget that, with malignant heart 
and deceitful speech, they have striven to hin- 
der it. Still, let us not be over sanguine of 
a speedy final triumph. Let us be quite so- 
ber. Let us diligently apply the means, 
never doubting that a |ust God in his good- 
time will give us the rightful result.

The following is Gen. Gilmore’s reply, iu 
brief, notice of which has been published in 
rebel papers, to Gen. Beauregard's communi- 
cation, already printed at length : 

“Dkp’t or Tin: South. Hkadq'rs in tub Field, 1 
Morris Island, S. lb, Aug. 22, 9 F. 51. j 

“Sm: I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication ef this 
date, complaining that one of my batteries 
had opened upon the city of Charleston and 
thrown a number of heavy rifle shells into the 
city, the inhabitants of which of course were 
asleep and unarmed. 

“My letter to yon demanding the surrender 
of Fort Sumpter and Morris Island, and threat- 
ening in default thereof to open fire upon 
Charleston, was delivered -near Fort Wagner 
at 11.15 A. M. on tbe 21st, and should 
have arrived at your headquarters iu time to 
have permitted your answer to reach me within 
tbe limit assigned, namely, four hoars. 

“The fact that you were absent from your 
headquarters at the time of its arrival may 
be regarded as an unfortunate circumstance 
for tbe city of Charleston, but it is one for 
which I clearly am not responsible. 

“This letter" bore date at my headquarters, 
and was officially delivered by an officer of 
my staff. The inadvertent omission of my 
signature doubtless affords ground for special 
pleading, but it is not the argument of a com- 
mander solicitous only for the safety of sleep- 
ing women and children and unarmed men. 

“Your threats of retaliation for acts of mine 
which you do not allege to be iu violation of 
the usages of civilized warfare, except as re- 
girdfi the length of time allowed as notice of 
my intention, are passed by without comment. 

•‘1 will, however, call your attention to the 
well-eitablished principle that' tho command- 
er of a place attacked but not invested, hav- 
ing his avenues of escape open and practi- 
cable, has no right to a notice ot an intention 
i of bombardment other than that wbLii is 



given by the threatening attitude of his ad- 
versary. 

“Even bad not this letter been written, the 
city of Charleston has had, according to your 
own computation, forty days’ notice of her 
danger; during that time my attack upon her 
defenses has steadily progressed. 

‘ The ultimate object of that attack has at no 
time been doubtful. If, under the circumstan- 
ces, ‘hie life of a single non-combatant ia ex- 
posed to peril by tbe bombardment of the city, j 
the responsibility rests with those who have 
first failed to remove the non-combatants or 
to secure the safety of the city after bavins 
held control of all ifeapproacbes for a period 
of nearly two years and a half in the presence 
of a threatening force, and who afterwards re- 
fustd to accept the terms upon which the bwi- 
bardment might have been postponed. ^ 
“From various sources, official and otherwise, 

I am led lo believe that most of the women 
and children of Charleston were long since 
removed from that city; but uoou your as- 
surance that the city is still full of them, I 
shall suspend the bombardment until eleven 
o’clock, P. M., to-morrow, thus giving you 
two days from tbe time you acknowledge to 
have received my communication of the 21 st 
inst. Very respectfully, your ob’t serv’t, 

Q. A. GILMORE, Brig. Gen. Comd’g. 

To P. G. T. Beauregard, commanding Confed- 
erate forces at Charleston, S. C.” 

It appears the Spanish and British Consuls 
respectfully addressed Gen. Gilmore on behalf 
of the subjects of their countries in Charles- 
ton, and he cheerfully suspended the bombard- 
ment for twenty-four hours to give them time 
to leave the city. Nothing wa 3 further, he 
says, from bis wish than to endanger their 
lives and property.

Three hundred bales of eo'tou were sold on 
Government account on the 25th, bringing 
from 57 to 58% cents. 

An order has been issued to regulate the en- 
rolment, recruiting, and employ meat of per- 
sons of color. 

New York, September 3. 

The Herald’s Washington special states that 
reports are in circulation of a flanking move- 
ment by Lee and extensive rebel cavalry de- 
monstrations, for which there is no founda- 
tion, other than of small rebel cavalry demon- 
strations on tbe lower Rappahannock There 
is no prospect of an immediate movement of 
cither arm v. No doubt a large force of rebels 
are below Fredericksburg, north ofthe Rappa- 
hannock. 

White’s cavalry still infest Loudon county 
and the northern portion of Fairfax. Three 
hundred rebel infantry are at Snicker’s Gap, 
actively enforcing the conscription. 

A small squad of rebel cavalry crossed Ei- 
ward’B Ferry yesterday, bat did little damage. 

Our cavalry have made several captures 
within a few days, and are energetically pur- 
suing the rebels. The reported capture of ten 
sutlers' wagons is untrue. 

The Mobile Register states that A. H. 
Stevens is at Nassau. 

A M ississippi paper says that a Federal raid 
is expected along the Mississippi Central Rail- 
road. General Chalmere is preparing to 
meet it. 

North Carolina letters contain little infor- 
mation. 

The steamer Gertrude, on the passage from 
New York, captured a rebel steamer from 
Havana for Mobile with a valuable cargo and I 
took her to New Orleans. 

Everything in New Orleans, according to 
the Herald’s correspondent, indicates a move- 
ment. 

The Tribune’s special's report that there 
will be no draft in Ohio is untrue. The pres- 
ent draft will send 100,000 new men into the 
field besides 20,000 deserters. 

Secretary Stanton has removed Quirtermas- j 
ter General Meigs, Gen. Ripley, Chief ofOrd- ' 
nance, and also Surveyor General Hammond 
andlGeorge Oljmcr. 

Warrants for the payment of all troops in 
the field will be issued Irom the Treasury to- 
morrow (Thursday). 

The World has the following special: 

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 2. 

Tbe latest from Burnside’s army states that 
he had passed Jamestown and through the 
Gaps, and was marching on Kingston, there 
to tap the Virginia and Tennessee Railroad, 
thus cultiDg ofl the rebel retreat towards the 
west, while another force, which had proceed- 
ed eastward of tbe Cumberland Gap, would 
cut off the road above, and thus capture or 
drive the rebels out of tbe Valley. 

Rotecrans was expected to cross at the 
lower end of the valley, thus seizing the Ten- 
nessee railroad between Knoxville and Flor- 
ence. 

Tbe World's Washington despatch says the 
rebels who crossed at Edwards' Ferry captured 
a number of cattle, but were unable to get 
them over the Potomac and abandoned them 
in the woods. 

Contrabands persist in stating tbat Lee is 
about making a movement. 

Washington, Sept. 2 . 
Major-General Blunt in his official report of 
the battle of Holly Springs, Ark., says: The 
1st Kansas colored regiment particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves. They fought like 
veterans and preserved their line unbroken 
throughout tbe engagement. 

Their coolness ami bravery I have never 
seen surpassed. They were in the hottest of 
the fight, and opposed to Texan troops twice 
their number, whom they completely routed. 
The 20th Texas regiment, which fought 
rgairst them, went into the fight wim three 
hundred men and came out with only sixty. 

Kansas City, Sept. 3. 

Three thousand dollars have been con- i 
tribuled by the citizens of this city for the 
benefit ot tbe Lawrence sufferers. One thou- 
sand dollars from the Union League was sent 
up immediately after the massacre. 

General Ewing’s Order No. 11 is producing 
a good effect. Numbers of rebel sympathizers 
are leaving daily.

Interesting Experiment. — We hav'A heard 
of the htliegraphic art being employed to" Ac- 
ted a murderer by a photograph of his vic- 
tim s eyes, upon the retina of which were pic- 
tured Ihe features of the assassin. The Evans- 
ville Journal gives the history of an experi- 
ment made on Sunday last by Mr. Adams, a 
photographist of that city, who, at the solici- 
tation of some gentlemen who had read ot 
similar experiments in France, took his instru- 
ment and visited the scene of the late murder 
in German township. This was some thirty 
hours after the murdered man had breathed 
his last. There was a great deal of dust flying 
and a great crowd collected, which materi- 
ally interfered with the success of the expe- 
riment, but, notwithstanding these unfavor- 
able circumstances, Mr. Adams succeed- 
ed in taking a tolerable fair “negative.” 
Having taken an ambroty pe picture of the eye 
of the deceased he then rubbed out everything 
but a single object apparently in tha centre of 
the eye; this was placed under an ordinary 
magnifying glass. At the first glance the ob- 
ject appeared blurred and indistinct, but get- 
ting the proper focus, the outlines of a human 
face were at once distinguishable. Tbe im- 
age was apparently the face of a man with 
unusually prominent cheek bones, long 
nose, and rather broad forehead. A black 
mustache was plainly seen, and also the direc- 
tion of the eyes which seemed to be looking 
at some object sideways. Oao of the eyes 
was as clearly seen as the eyes in a common 
ambrotype or ferotype. Home who examined 
the image thought the man of which it seemed 
to be a resemblance had a Roman nose, and 
also had on a cap. Mr. Adams is continuing 
Us experiments, but whether he will succeed 
in making any clearer developments remains 
to be seen. His labors thus far are abundantly 
rewarded by the success which has attended 
his efforts, as it se: in 3 he has demonstrated 
that an object was pictured upon the eye of 
Mr. Herke at the time of his death, and that 
the object was a human face. *

tH&“ Mr. Lincoln’s letter to the Republican 
mass meeting at the Capital of Illinois will be 
found in our telegraphic columns. The letter 
falls deplorably short of the requirements of 
the hour, as such requirements are understood 
by an overwhelming majority of the loyal 
people of the Union. Let those who would 
know exactly how far short it falls compare it 
with the inaugural address of Governor Bram- 
lette. The letter throughout is singularly char- 
acteristic. Itis uncommonly rich in all thepc- 
culiarities of Mr. Lincoln’s character and 
intellect. It smacks very strongly of 
the entire man. Yet we are not without 
hope that the letter will effect at least one 
good result. It can do nothing for the cause 
of the Union in the South, but it can hardly 
fail to do soqietbing for that sacred cause in 
the North by promoting the triumph of con- 
servatism in the national election that draws 
nigh. It is a very good letter to be written by 
a Presidential candidate who deserves to be 
severely defeated. 

|g£“The public attention will be attracted 
by Gen. Gilmore’s letter to Gen. Beauregard, 
given in oar despatches. Gen. G. shows that 
he was strictly right in the proceedings com- 
plained of by Beauregard, and it appears, from 
his letter, that, not satisfied with merely being 
right, he is determined to take from his enemy 
even the poor pretext for the retaliation threat- 
ened by the little Gascon. 

In a day or two we shall hear more about 
the Greek fire. Surely Gen. Gilmore ought 
to be able, by means of that combustible and 
his solid balls, to destroy Charleston in short 
order. 

Though Wagner may have been passed and 
Sumpter destroyed or silenced, we don’t ex- 
pect Gilmore and Dahlgren can at present 
demolish Charleston except by their long 
guns. The defences that remain to be over- 
come before a near approach can be made to 
the harbor are numerous and tremendous. 

The Lebanon Branch Extension. — The 
Legislature of the State and the General Coun- 
cil of the city of Louisville have given all the 
requisite authority to the people of our citv 
to decide by a public vote whether they will 
lend their credit in the sum of $600,000 for 
thirty years to the Louisville and Nashville 
.Railroad for the purpose of extending their 
Lebanon branch to Danville. Mayor Kaye 
has ordered the polls to be opened on Satur- 
day next, and, although we can hardly antici- 
pate that a single negative vote will be offered, 
still it will interest our citizens to know all 
the advantages to result from the comple- 
tion of the extension. It will bring our city 
in direct railroad connection with the very 
heart of Central Kentucky and the rich coun- 
ties of Marion, Mercer, and Boyle, and enable 
us to compete for their trade with the very 
vigorous rivalry of Cincinnati. The Ken- 
tucky Central, running from Covington 
through Kenton, Pendleton, Harrison, Bour- 
bon, Fayette, and Jessamine counties, to 
Nicholasville, will soon be extended through 
Mercer and Boyle to Danville. From the latter 
point a military road will be built, running 
to the south to intersect the Tennessee 
and Virginia lines in the vicinity of Knox- 
ville. When our city is connected with Dan- 
ville, it will be the fanlt of her business men 
entirely if our natural customers in central 
and Southern Kentucky and East Tennessee 
are not firmly and finally secured to ns as soon 
as the road to Knoxville is built, and we hope 
it may be pushed forward with vigor, for it 
will prove one of the strongest ligaments and 
links to hold together the reconstructed Union. 
Looking to the future of the- prosperity of our 
city and State, nothing can be regarded as of 
more importance than the completion of these 
works. Louisville, by her large ownership 
of stock in the Nashville road, possesses a 
commanding influence in the selection of di- 
rectors, and can thus always guard her own 
property interests. The value of that property 
will be materially enhanced by the proposed 
extension of the railroad to Danville, and we 
must therefore expect that the vote on Satur- 
day will be nearly if not quite unanimous. 
The sagacity and liberality of our citizens will 
be shown if there should not be a single dis- 
senting voice. 

•0- The continued discharge of rebel pris- 
oners, and especially of those who have been 
engaged in Morgan’s raids or attached to guer- 
illa parties, causes us to be overwhelmed with 
complaining communications from loyal citi- 
zens resident in every part of the State. The 
practice is severely and justly deprecated, for 
it gives a feeling of insecurity and is dis- 
couraging to those who have fought and suf- 
fered to drive the scoundrels frorq the Stale. 
There is no honor or faith among them, and 
with rare exceptions they will violate all their 
oaths the first convenient opportunity. When 
they reach home they are petted, and ovations 
are offered to them ; they are insolent in their 
conduct and defiant and supercilious in their 
conversation. Unless they commit an overt 
act, they are under the protection of the na- 
tional honor, bnt they will not hesitate to 
impart all necessary information to their 
rebel friends, and there is not a Union officer 
at home in our State, resting from his labors 
or recuperating from his prostration or 
wounds, who is not liable any night to 
he seized in his bed, through their conni- 
vance, and hurried off to a loathsome 
Confederate prison. A distinguished Fed- 
eral commander expresses the very gene- 
ral sentiment when he tells ns it would be far 
better to send all this class of prisoners uncon- 
ditionally beyond our lines, that they may 
come back openly with arms io their hands, 
rather than to suffer them to brood here at 
home, hatch treason, and be preparing at any 
favorable moment to join a band to plunder 
banks, despoil villages, or commit highway 
robbery and murder. It may appear inhuman 
to refuse the petition of friends and relatives 
who importune our military authorities to 
grant releases, but the whole history of these 
discharges reveals the sad experience that not 
one man in one hundred who has returned 
from the Southern army and taken the oath 
of allegiance has adhered to it in its honest 
spirit. They took the oath before they went 
away ; they have repeated the oath time and 
again to subserve their purposes; and they 
will continue to swear just as long as our au- 
thorities are simple enough to be bamboozled 
by them. The lists of prisoners confined at 
Camp Chase have been sent to various coun- 
ties in Kentucky, and it is always found that 
more than half of them had previously taken 
the oath and given bond. 

There is no extenuation for this mistaken 
lenity. It is not the way either to encourage 
or reward the devoted loyalty of Kentucky; 
her farmers have lost two-thirds of their 
horses; their entire forage has been destroyed; 
her merchants have been robbed; her citizens 
killed and her women insulted. It has cost 
her millions upon millions to adhere stead- 
fastly to the Union; she has given nearly one- 
half of her voting population to the Union 
prms; she is responding nobly to the last 
call for more troops; and she has a right to 
demand that these rebels should be kept away 
from her borders when her sons leave their 
families defenceless to fight for the integrity 
of the Union. Are men who have aided to 
bum our towns, to destroy our county records, 
and to entail endless lawsuits upon posterity, 
the fit recipients of lenient treatment? If 
such execrable crimes were committed in 
peaceful times they would be severely pun- 
ished, and retribution would follow quickly; 
but, when they are rendered doubly flagrant 
by being accompanied by acts of insurrection 
against the government, there seems to be not 
merely immunity from punishment, but the 
rogues are actually protected. Among Mor- 



gan’s men are those who burned bridges to 
endanger the lives of innocent travellers; 
shall they be permitted to return? Shill those 
whose hearts are festering with their rotten 
promises bring the stench to our dwellings? 
There is no purifying influence in an oath of 
allegiance to burn out their venom and ma- 
lignity. And it is everywhere observable 
that those rebels who have manly honor 
about them never apply for release; the appli- 
cations come from the very dregs of the Con- 
federate camps and the lowest of the guerilla 
gangs, who want to be at large again to 
renew their deeds of infamy. We are 
the advocates of mercy; we are so 
from natural impulse, and because we are 
told to forgive those who trespass against us 
as we hope to have our own trespasses for- 
given; but it is a mistaken leniency to permit 
these men to come back among ns; many of 
them were drunken, cowardly dogs before 
they went, and society was happily relieved of 

them, and some of them were delivered from 
our jails by the guerillas, where they were 
under confinement for murder. In the name, 

then, of all that Kentucky has sacrificed and$ 
\ suffered ; ia the name of the noble men we 

have given to the Union armies; in the name 
of insulted women and families beggared by 
these scoundrels in their various raids; in the 
name of true mercy and of stern j ustice, we 
protest against the return of any of the men 
I captured with Morgan or any of the guerilla 
| bands. 

8©~ The assertion of the Richmond En- 
| quirer that the retaliation threatened by Beau- 
regard, if Gen. Gilmore persists in bombarding 
Charleston, will be to place Union prisoners 
as conspicuous targets for the shells, is too 
monstrous for credence. The rebels have 
never hesitated to violate all the rules of civil- 
ized warfare; early in the war they raised 
negro regiments and offered great induce- 
ments to have them filled; they have employ- 
ed savages of Indian birth, and worse than 
savages from the ruffianism of Texas; they 
have misused prisoners most brutally, treating 
non-combatants with the same rigor as those 
taken in arms for the Union cause; and they 
have used torpedoes, poisoned balls, and all 
the hellish devices which the spirit of Ate ever 
devised; but the bare idea of exposing prison- 
ers as a shield for their own protection, seems 
too revolting to have been engendered even in 
the foul brain of this accursed rebellion. It 
seems to be the darling object of 
the rebels in their desperation to make 
the contest abhorrent to humanity, 
and so to arouse all the malignaat passions ef 
human nature that the belligerents may bo 
transformed to fiends, and thus induce the in- 
terposition of “the civilized world in the in- 
terests of humanity.” But in this they will 
fail. The Government of the United States 
will take every proper means to protect its 
soldiers, and its strong arm can be stretched 
far enough and effectively enough to afford 
them protection even when confined in rebel 
prisons. The Confederates have dared much. 
They have tempted high heaven by their ini- 
quities, their perfidy, and their cruelties; but 
they dare not do a deed which would call up- 
on them the execration of the world, and go 
far toward shutting forever all the avenues to 
reconciliation between the now sundered sec- 
tions of the Union. We look, therefore, npon 
the declaration of the Enquirer as an idle 
vaunt and a ridiculous threat, which would 
not have excited our notice were it not- that 
its very impudence ruffled our temper at first. 



We published, yesterday, a letter of 
the Hon. Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, in relation 
to the rebel currency. He gives a deplorable 
picture of the Confederate finances. He shows 
that the Confederacy cannot live. He suggests 
no remedy for the awful evils existing in the 
South. He poiats out the horrid condition of 
things as if merely to taunt and torture the 
rebel authorities and the rebel people. And 
yet he was the master-spirit of Georgia seces- 
sion. He exerted a greater influence in taking 
that State out of the Union than any other 
man. Upon that occasion he and Mr. Ste- 
phens, for the first time in their Uves t were 
opposed to each other. Stephens spoke elo- 
quently against rebellion, and Toombs threat- 
ened to make the State too hot for him. Now 
when one, who played the part in the rebel- 
lion that Toombs did, desponds as Toombs 
does, the rebellion’s last hour would seem to 
be at hand. 

And the Richmond Enquirer of the 28th 
nit., the immediate organ of Jeff Davis, cries 
out plaintively in reference to the depreciation 
of Jeff Davis’s promises, which have smelt of 
repudiation from the commencement, and are 
now a stench in the financial nostrils of all 
rebeldom, being worth rather less than com- 
mon wall-paper, because that comes in whole 
sheets. Says the Enquirer: 

‘‘Stop the press. Mr. Mcmminger’s printing 
press, we mean. That press is grinding the 
life out of ns, turning out reams, tons of print- 
ed paper by way of money. Every turn of the 
horrible engine i3 raising the market price of 
everything we eat, drink, and wear at present, 
and for the future is laying up an additional 
load of debt to crush us with taxes — us and 
our children unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion. The more money that dreadful instru- 
ment pours out upon us the less monev we 
.have. We shall be beggared at last by our 
enormous sums of money, and buried under 
mountains of paper.” 

BgTCapt. Henry C. Hodges, the late effi- 
cient Assistant Quartermaster of the post at 
Nashville, has recently been appointed Chief 
Quartermaster of the Department of the Cum- 
berland, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
on the staff of Gen. Rosecran9, vice Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Taylor. Col. Hodges was a.grad- 
nate of West point in 1861, and served in the 
Fourth United States Infantry for several 
years at Fort Vancouvre, in Oregon, during 
which time he acted as Quarteimaster to the 
“McClellan Expedition” while making sur- 
veys for the Pacific Railroad. During the 
present war he has been on duty most of the 
time in New York City as Disbursing Quar- 
termaster, chartering steamboats and other 
vessels used in the McClellan Peninsula cam- 
paign. He is one of the most efficient officers 
in the service, possessing great energy and 
business qualifications, and is eminently fitted 
for the responsible position to which he has 
been assigned. He is very positive and earnest 
in all his business transactions, evidently know- 
ing all the details and minutiae of his duty. 
No better selection could have been made from 
the entire department. We congratulate him 
opon his promotion and the army npon secur- 
ing the services of an officer so thoroughly 
conversant with his duties and responsibili- 
ties.

Our Coal Supply. — We have already ex- 
perienced a frost, and the equinox with its 
cold storms is rapidly approaching. We shall 
have our pleasant Indian summer by and bye, 
but the premonitions of autumn and winter 
remind us of the scarcity of fuel and its very 
high prices. To the rich this state of things 
will be comparatively nothing; but to those 
in moderate circumstances it must prove dis- 
tressing. The question therefore suggests 
itself, what shall be done to procure our wiu- 
ter supply ot coal at rates which all can afford 
to pay ? The complaint of scarcity is univer- 
sal, and the Lexington Observer, referring to 
it, asks most pertinently, “Should not some 
provision be made with an eye to this matter? 
Should we wait until a great trouble comes, 
to meet it? Why not resort to measures now 
that may redound to the good of all, if it be 
practicable? Would it not be philanthropic 
to do so? If there be monopolies why not 
break them down for the general good? Our 
wants are in common. The rich and poor 
are alike interested in this question. Then 
let us join, shoulder to shoulder, to guard 
against a common trouble. It is certainly 
not Christian like or charitable in those who 
have plenty to disregard the wants of those 
who have at their command a mere pittance 
for support. It is but little comfort to know 
that we are safe — high and dry — whilst our 
neighbor suffers. Let all be provided for. 
That is the true Christian sentiment. This can 
be done if a movement be made in the right 
place upon the part of those who are looked to 
as the truly benevolent and guardians of the 
public good. Let us ask each other in all can- 
dor what are the widows and children, who 
have no staff to lean upon, to do when the ‘tug 
of war comes?' for come.it assuredly will. 
Let (hose who have power — influence — with 
the will to do good — move at once in thi3 
matter, and adopt some scheme to guard 
against coming trouble. Some arrangement 
certainly can be made by which coal can be 
brought to this city and sold at reasonable 
rates. If so, let it be done." 

Everybody feels the necessity of doing 
something, but no one seems disposed to take 
the ^initiative in any measures to procure re 
Cannot our City Councils act, and call 
upon citizens for their co-operation? Let the 
city appoint trusty agents to go to the coal 
fields and procure fuch supply as our people 
may require, and let all who know exactly 
how many bushels they will need promise to 
pey a corresponding portion of the expense. 
Let ft large quantity be reserved for the use of 
those of moderate means, to be supplied to 
them at cost. If this is to he done we should 
make immediate preparations, for the river3 
will soon begin to rise. Wo most earnestly 
trust that some one will move in the matter. 
Unless some provision is made for supplying 
fuel, we shall have none to cook our provisions' 
and all the cheering firesides around the win- 
ters hearth will be marred.

SrRINGFIELD, ILL., Sept.’3. 

The attendance at the great Union deraou- 
st alion here to-day is fully as large as anticipa- 
ted. Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
that this unholy rebellion was commenced 
without ju3titiablecause; thatit has been main- 
tained in violation of every principle of jus 
tice and humanity; and that it is the duty of 
the Government to suppress it by the use of 
every constitutional means in its power. That 
we lay aside party questions and prejudices, 
and devote ourselves unreservedly to the sup- 
port of the Govemmenf until the rebellion 
finally is forever erushed. That to that end, 
that the Union and government survive in all 
their constitutional integrity, and the nation 
be preserved in territorial unity, we pledge 
cur lives, fortunes, and sacred honor. That 
strength in our government consists in the 
respect of the people for the laws and consti- 
tuted authorities, and whoever oppose the ex- 
ecution of the laws, whether by open rebel- 
lion or by secret combinations, or teache3 others 
to do so, is an enemy to republican liberty. 
That the course ot that portion of the Dem- 
ocratic party who have not forgotten the dying 
injunction of Stephen A. Douglas, and who 
have nobly rallied under their country’s stand- 
ard in this hour of trouble, meets our hearty 
and patriotic admiration; and, that, in view 
of the extraordinary difficulties aud embar- 
rassments which have involved the national 
and State affairs during the present atrocious 
rebeilion, the efforts of the constituted au- 
thorities of the national and State Govern- 
ments efimmend themselves to our highest 
respect for the zeal, ability, and fidelity with 
which they nave been marked. 

Speeches were made by Governor Yates, 
Senators Doolittle and Trumbull, and Gen- 
erals McOlernand, Oglesby, Lane, of Indiana, 
and other distinguished gentlemen. 

Washington, Sept. 3. 

The late Congress having appropriated $20,- 
000 to be expended in testing the practicability 
of the introduction of flax and hemp as a sub- 
stitute for cotton, Hon J. Morehead, of Pitts- 
burg, Dr. John A. Warden, of Cincinnati, and 
Wm. M. Baily, of Providence, R I., the com- 
mission appointed by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to consider the subject, began 
their session this morning. 

The interior department has refused all bids 
for the sale of Kansas trust lands and ordered 
new bids, whioh are to be made on or before 
the 15tb of October next. 

The expedition sent up the Rappahannock 
to recapture the gunboats Satelite and Reli- 
ance, have returned, being unable, in conse- 
quence of the low water, to gdt higher up 
than the Rappahannock. One of the seamen 
of Satelite arrived here to-day, having made 
his escape while on the way to Richmond. He 
represented that an expedition, numbering 
between 400 and 500 rebels, consisting in pan 
of the same force which captured the two 
boats, left the neighborhood of Port Royal on 
Tuesday for the Potomac, for the purpose of 
capturing some of our vessels. A party of 
cavalry is with them, who have been seen 
lately about Mathias and other poiffts on the 
river. 

It is understood that by arrangement with 
the government and the Altamine Mining 
Company ot California, the Quicksilver Com- 
pany took possession of the mines on the 1st of 
September. 

Powhattan B. Locke, of Missouri, has been 
appointed Associate Justice of Nevada Terri- 
tonr. 

The premature publication of the President’s 
letters occasions much surprise. This was not 
certainly done through the instrumentality of 
the author. 

New York, Sept. 3. 

An important meeting between the officers 
of the city banks and Mr. Cisco, Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, was held at 
the Exchange Bank to-day. The propositions 
submitted to the meeting were understood to 
be that the barks of the city should lend the 
Government $35,000,000. This sum Mr. Chase 
is to draw during the next two or three 
montb^, as it is required that the banks of 
Boston and Philadelphia are to be asked for 
an ai di i nal $50,000,000, to b > repaid in Oc- 
tober or November, in the new interest, be- 
ing Tre.sury notes which are to be five per 
c<n‘. interest and to be legal tender. This 
plan seems to be regarded with favor by our 
best financial authorities. 

Boston, Sept. 3. 

Hon. Edward Everett wrote a letter to the 
mass convention held at Springfield, 111, to- 
day, it vibrating the patriotic sentiments he 
has i Iways advocated, and closing as follows: 
ll all good and patriotic men in the loyal 
States, « hether in or out of office, sacrificing, 
when necessary, a little pride of personal feel- 
ing and of party association, would cordially 
unite tor the attainment of objects which they 
ait approve, viz: a vigorous prosecution and 
successful termination of the war, the next 
New Year's Day would witness the prostra- 
tion of the rebeilion and its leaders, the return 
of peace, and the restoration of the Union. 

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 3. 

The Democratic State Convention was large, 
enthusiastic, and harmonious. Twelve hun- 
dred delegates were present. Richard Spof- 
fard, the President, urged a union of all par- 
tus for the sake of union against the admin- 
istration of Lincoln. The spirit of the 
Convention \was most decidedly expressed 
against the apparent purpose of the Adtninis- 
tion in conducting the war for the sole object 
of negro emancipation instead of the preserva- 
tion of the Union and the restoration of the 
Constitution. 

W. Heige was unanimously nominated for 
Governor, and Thoe H. Plunkett, of Pitts- 
field, for Lieutenant-Governor. 

San Francisco, Sept. 3. 

Incomplete returns from the principal couu- 
ties of the State show immense Union major- 
ities. Downey, Democratic candidate for 
Governor, owing to his excellent record while 
Governor in former years, runs considerably 
ahead of his ticket, but Low’s majority not- 
withstanding will hardly fall below 20,000. 
Ail the counties heard horn elect Union Leg- 
islature tickets. 

The Union majority in Francis county will 
probably average seven thousand. The Inde- 
pendent Union Legislative ticket got nearly 
as many votes as the combined vote for the 
regular Union and Democratic tick m. •_ 

Boston, Sept. . 

The New Orleans correspondent of the ft>s- 
ton Traveller, under date of Aug. 23d, refutes 7 
the repeated assertions of the rebel papers that 
many soldiers of Banka’s army were dying 
of yellow fever. On the contrary, good health 
prevailed in the army and in the city of New 
Orleans. 

Leavenworth, Sept. 3. 

From an Albuquerque, New Mexico, paper 
of August 11th. we learn that on the 28th of 
July Colonel Kit Carson, with a part of the 
1st New Mexico regiment, had a fight with 
the Navsjoe Indians beyond Fort Canby. The 
Indians were defeated with a loss of thirteen 
killed, over twenty wounded, and many pris- 
oners.

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RAILROAD FROM LEBANON TO DANTILLE. 

Whereas the Louisville aud Nashville Rail- 
road Companv have authWity by their char- 
ter to extend Brunches to any point within 
the State, and the Legislature by act entitled 
“An act to amend the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad charter, ” approved 26th Febru- 
ary, 1863, enacted m follows, to wit: 

B t it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. 1. “That on the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company determining to extend the 
Lebanon Branch of said road to Danville, Me. 
Ternon, or Monticello, or some place in the di- 
rection of either of said places; or upon said 
Railroad Company determining to extend a 
Branch west of the main stem into the coal 
regions, that it shall be lawful for said Compa- 
ny to contract with the City of Louisville to 
lend to the Company not exceeding six hun- 
dred thousand dollars, in thirty year one thou- 
sand dollar bonds, bearing six percent interest 
per annum, payable semi-annually in Louis- 
ville and secure the interest and principal on 
the branch or extension for which they may 
be loaned. 

Sec. 2. That all contracts between the Lou- 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company and 
the City of Louisville, under the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall be lawful and bind- 
ing on said Company and the City of Louis- 
ville.” 

And, whereas, said Company have had a 
route surveyed to Danville and to Standford, 
the gtade ascertained, with an estimate of the 
cost of extension, and desire to extend the 
same to the upper coal fields of the State, and 
are now engaged in the actual location of aa 
extension of the Lebanon Branch under the 
above recited act, and the cost of extension 
may exceed the six hundred thousand dollars 
named in said act, and as said Company have 
authority by their charter to issue income 
bonds for the payment of the additional cost — 
AN ORDINANCE 

Appropriating Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars to Construct a Railroad from Lebanon 
to Danville. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of the 
City of Louisville, That the Mayor of the city 
of Louisville have authority, and he is hereby 
directed, to execute, issue, and deliver to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
six hundred thirty-year city of Louisville 
coupon bonds of one thousand dollars each, 
bearing six per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, the bonds to bear such date and ihe 
principal and interest payable at such place in 
Louisville as he and the Company may agree, 
upon said Company entering into an obliga- 
tion to the city of Louisville to pay the inter- 
est and principal of said bonds as the same 
becomes due, and secure the same by a mort- 
gage upon the Lebanon Branch and said ex- 
tension jointly and equally with not exceed- 
ing a like amount of the Company’s income 
coupon bonds, to be issued to pay the addi- 
tional cost of extending the Lebanon Branch. 

And be it further ordained. That to pav the 
interest of said bonds as it falls due, and the 
principal thereof in thirty years from the date 
thereof, an ad valorem tax of twenty cents on 
the one hundred dollars of taxable property 
within the limits of the city of Leuisville, at 
the dates of the several assessments subject to 
taxation by the revenue laws of the State, is 
hereby levied and directed to be collected au- 
nually fiom the date of said bonds, provided 
the General Council of the city of Louisville 
are satisfied that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Co. intend in good faith to pay the 
interest of the six hundred bonds as it becomes 
due, and retire said bonds as they shall ma- 
ture, and that said company have the means 
of doing so. The right is reserved to suspend 
the collection of all or any part of the above 
tax, and renew the same at pleasure, and pro • 
vided further, that it be made a condition of 
the mortgage to secure the payment of said 
bonds, that if at any time the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Co. shall fail to place the 
city of Louisville in funds sufficient to dis- 
charge any instalmentof interest on said bonds 
ten days before the same becomes due and 
payable, thatjthe mortgage shall be forfeited 
and the city may foreclose for both interest 
and principal. 

Sec. 11. This ordinance shall only take ef- 
fect upon being published as required by the 
charter, and upon its being voted upon and 
approved by a majority of the qualified voters 
of the city of Louisville voting thereon at 
such time as the General Council shall here- 
after provide by resolution, a3 prescribed in 
article 6, section 1 1 of the charter'of Louis- 
ville.
